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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harris et al. (2003/0050703) in view of Errico et al (5,667,508). m 

With respect to claims 1, 8, 16, Harris et al disclose an acetabular shell (52) an 
acetabular articulating component (54) having a partial spherical shape with an inner 
surface forming spherical cavity adapted to receive a femoral ball, the articulating 
component being connectable to the shell; and an acetabular constraining component 
(56) connectable to the articulating component and having a ring shape body or circular 
body with two extension extending outwardly from the body and two cutouts and outer 
surface that extends inwardly toward a center of the articular body portion; as best seen 
in FIGS.3-4. 

It is noted that Harris did not teach did not teach of extensions having a triangular 
cross section, as claimed by applicant. However, in a similar art, Errico et al evidence 
the use of a constraining device having a ring shape with extensions having a triangular 
cross section to permit the extension to deflect so that the hole may expand and 
contract upon a head. 

Therefore, given the teaching of Errico et al., it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
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extensions of Harris et al, as taught by Errico et al to permit the extension to deflect so 
that the hole may expand and contract upon a head. 

With respect to claims 2-7, 9-15, 17-20, the above combination of references 
teaches all the limitations, as set forth in Harris et al., para [0046-0051], para [0057- 
0058], and as best seen in FIGS. 1-4; and, as best seen in Errico et al. column 6, lines 
52-67, column 7, lines 1-5, and as best seen in FIGS.5a-b. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/27/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference... Rather, the test is what the 
combined teachings of those references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill 
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in the art. In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413,425, 208 USPQ 871, 881 (CCPA 1981). 
Furthermore, it is not necessary that the invention of the references be physically 
combinable to render obvious the invention under review. See in re Sneed, 710 F.2d 
1 544, 1 550, 21 8 USPQ 385, 389 (Fed. Cir. 1 983). 

In response to applicant's argument that Erricco is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
applicant is concerned with a locking mechanism (ring), Harris et al teach of a locking 
mechanism (ring) similar to applicant's, except for the extensions having a triangular 
shape, as claimed by applicant. However, Erricco evidence the use of locking 
mechanism (ring) with characteristics, such as triangular shape, the outward projection 
toward the body and the inward projection toward a center of the body. Therefore, 
incorporating the features of the ring of Erricco in the ring of Harris to arrive at applicant 
invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
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reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971).
